CHAPTER VII 
THE WIDOW’S MITE 


master of the house heard this, he was angry, and told the servant 
to go into the streets, and into the high roads, and among the 
hedges, and invite the poor, the lame, the m@imed, and the blind 
to supper instead.” 

The meaning of Our Saviour in telling them this parable, was, 
that those who are too busy with their own profits and pleasures 
to think of God and of doing good, will not find such favour with 
Him as the sick and miserable. 

It happened that Our Saviour, being in the city of Jericho, saw, 
looking down upon Him over the heads of the crowd, from a tree 
into which he had climbed for that purpose, a man named Zac- 
chaeus, who was regarded as a common kind of man, and a sinner, 
but to whom Jesus Christ called out, as He passed along, that He 
would come and eat with him in his house that day. Those proud 
men, the Pharisees and Scribes, hearing this, muttered among them- 
selves, and said, “He eats with sinners.” In answer to them, Jesus 
related this parable, which is usually called THE PARABLE OF 
THE PRODIGAL SON: 

“There was once a man,” He told them, “who had two sons: 
and the younger of them said one day, ‘Father, give me my share 
of your riches now, and let me do with it what I please.’ The father 
granting his request, he traveled away with his money into a dis 
tant country, and soon spent it in riotous living. 

“When he had spent all, there came a time, through all that 
country, of great public distress and famine, when there was no 
bread, and when the corn, and the grass, and all the things that 
grow in the ground were all dried up and blighted. The Prodigal 
Son fell into such distress and nger that he hired himself out 
as a servant to feed swine in the fields. And he would have been 
glad to eat even the poor coarse husks that the swine were fed with, 
but his master gave him none. In this distress, he said to himself, 
‘How many of my father’s servants have bread enough, and to spare, 
while I perish with hunger! I will arise and go to my father, 
and will say unto him: Father! I have sinned against Heaven, and 
before Thee, and am no more worthy to be called Thy son!” 

“And so he traveled back again, in great pain and sorrow and 
difficulty, to his father’s house. When he was yet a great way off, 
his father saw him, and knew him in the midst of all his rags and 
misery, and ran toward him, and wept, and fell upon his neck and 
kissed him. And he told his servants to clothe this poor repentant 
son in the best robes, and make a great feast to celebrate his re 
turn. Which was done; and they began to de merry. 


“But the eldest son, who had been in the field and knew noth- 
ing of his brother’s return, coming to the house and hearing the 
music and dancing, called to one of the servants, and asked him 
what it meant. To this the servant made answer that his brother 
had come home, and that his father was joyful because of his return. 
At this, the elder brother was angry and would not go into the 
house; so the father, hearing of it, came out to persuade him. 


“*Father,’ said the elder brother, ‘you do not treat me justly, 
to show so much joy for my younger brother’s return. For these 
many years I have remained with you, constantly, and have been 
true to you, yet you have never made a feast for me. But when 
my younger brother returns, who has been prodigal, and riotous, and 
spent his money in many bad ways, you are full of delight, and the 
whole house makes merry!’—‘Son,’ returned the father, ‘you have 
always been with me, and all I have is yours. But we thought your 
brother dead, and he is alive. He was lost, and he is found: and 
it'as“natural and right that we should be merry for his unexpected 
return to his old home.’ ” 

By this, Our Saviour meant to teach that those who have done 
wrong and forgotten God, are always welcome to Him and wil! 
always receive His mercy, if they will only «return to Him in 
sorrow for the sin of which they have been guilty. 

Now the Pharisees received these lessons from Our Saviou: 
scornfully; for they were rich and covetous, and thought them 
selves superior to all mankind. As a warning to them, Christ re 
lated this parable:-—OF DIVES AND LAZARUS. 

“There was a certain rich man who was clothed in purple and 
fine linen, and fared sumptuously every day. And there was a 
certain beggar, named Lazarus, who was laid at his gate, full of 
sores, and desiring to be fed with the crumbs which fell from the 
rich man’s table. Moreover, the dogs came and licked his sores. 

“And it came to pass that the beggar died, and was carried by 
the Angels into Abraham’s bosom—Abraham had been a very good 
man who lived many years before that time, and was then in 
Heaven. The rich man also died, and was buried. .And in Hell. 
he lifted up his eyes, being in torments, and saw Abraham afar off, 
and Laxarus. And he cried and said, ‘Father Abraham, have mercy 
on me, and send Lazarus that he may dip the tip of his finger in 
water and cool my tongue for I am tormented in this flame.’ But 
Abraham said, ‘Son, remember that in thy life time thou re 
ceivest good things, and likewise Lazarus evil things. But now, 
he is comforted, and thou are tormented!’” 

And among other parables, Christ said to these same Pharisees,

The 
Pharisee said, “God I thank Thee, that I am not unjust as other 
men are, or bad as this Publican is!” The Publican, standing afar 
off, would not lift up his eyes to Heaven, but struck his breast, and 
only said, “God be merciful to me, a sinner!”

The 
Emperor of that country, who was called Caesar. having com- 
manded tribute money to be regularly paid to him by the people, 
and being cruel against any one who disputed his right to it. these 
spies thought they might, perhaps, induce Our Saviour to say it 
was an unjust payment, and so to bring himself under the Emperor’s 
displeasure. Therefore, pretending to be very humble, they came 
to Him and said, “Master, you teach the word of God rightly, and 
do not respect persons on account of their wealth or high station. 
Tell us, is it lawful that we should pay tribute to Caesar?” 

Christ, who knew their thdughts, replied, “Why do you ask? 
Show meapenny.” They did so. “Whose image, and whose name, 
is this upon it?” He asked them. They said, “Caesar’s.” “Then,” 
said He, “render unto Caesar the things that are Caesar’s.” 

So they left Him very much enraged and disappointed that they 
could not entrap Him. But Our Saviour knew their hearts and 
thoughts, as well as He knew that other men were conspiring 
against Him, and that He would soon be put to death. 

As he was teaching them thus, He sat, near the public treasury, 
where people, as they passed along the street, were accustomed to 
drop money into a box for the poor; and many rich persons, pass- 
ing while Jesus sat there, had put in a great deal of money. At 
last there came a poor widow who dropped in two mites, each half 
a farthing in value, and then went quietly away. Jesus, seeing her 
do this, as He rose to leave the place called His Disciples about 
Him, and said to them that that poor widow had been more truly 
charitable than all the rest who had given money that day; for the 
others were rich and would never miss what they had given, but she 
was very poor, and had given those two mites which might have 
bought her bread to eat. 

Let us never forget what the poer widow did, when we think 
we are charitable.

ert N. Denham, National Labor 4 
Relations Board General Counsel, 
said yesterday the board should 
not require union shop elections 
in the construction industry until 
Satisfactory machinery has been' 
set up to hold them. 

Denham told a board hearing 
that employment in building and'| 
construction “differs radically” 
from that in other industries be- 
cause workers are employed “only 
sporadically for any one em- 
ployer.” 

Denham said he would apply 
his new policy only to situations 
in the industry where it is “ad-| 
ministratively impracticable” to’ 
hold a union shop election as the’ 
Taft-Hartley Law requires. The’ 
law says the Board has to hold 
an election of employees before’ 
a union shop is granted. 

A union shop is one in which all 
employees must join the union 
within 30 days after they’ are 
hired. 

The new policy would not apply, | 
Denham said, to situations where | 
employment is “sufficiently stable’ 
fo permit the conduct of elec- 
tions.”’ 

Denham is the Board’s chief law 
enforcement officer, and he ad- 
mitted the almost impossible task 
of conducting such elections before 
granting the union shop in the 
construction industry. 

Denham said the building and 
construction unions “represent con- 
siderably more than a majority 
of the building and construction 
workers throughout the country.”

Security Tax — 
1.5 Pct.on Ist | 
$3,000 Jan. 1 


WASHINGTON —(UP)— Start- 
ing Jan. | Social Security taxes 
are going up. 

That means more deductions 
from yvour weekly pay check and 
less take-home pay. 

Emplovees covered by old-age 
and survivors insurance have been 
paying taxes at a rate of one per- 
cent on their first $3,000 of earn- 
ings per vear. The rate will be 
boosted to one and one-half per- 
eent the first of the year. 

Employers, who match contri-| 
butions, also will have their rates ' 
increased to one and one-half per- | 
cent. 

This is the first increase in rates 
since the Social Security Act went 
into effect in 1935. All previously | 
scheduled increases have b-en de- | 
ferred by direction of Congress. 

A bill passed by the House but 
awaiting Senate approval would | 
increase the taxes even further | 
during the next 20 years. Under 
the bill, the rate would go to two 
percent for both employers and 
employees on Jan. 1, 1951: to two 
and one-half percent on Jan. 1,| 
1961, to three percent cr. Jan. 1,. 
1965, and to three and one-quarter 
percent on Jan. 1, 1970. 

Present law calls for the tax 
to go up only once more—to two 
percent on Jan. 1, 1952. | 

The Social Security Trust Fund | 
still is receiving far more money 
than is being paid out. But after 
a few vears experts figure that! 
more will be going out than com- | 
ing in—even at the increased tax | 
rates. 

‘Should the Senate approve the 
House bill at the next session, old 
age benefits—which start at age 
65—wou!d be increased by an av- 
erage of about 80 percent. The’ 
average primary benefit, now 
about $26 a month, would be boost- 
ed to an average of $44 a month.

Basketballs 
Two-Minute 
Rule May Go 


NEW YORK—(/)—Bruce Drake, 
of Oklahoma, and Sam Barry, of 
Southern California, members of 
the National Basketball Rules 
Committee, both predicted yester- 
day that the controversial two- 
minute rule will be wiped off the 
books by next season. 

The rule, providing that a team 
which is fouled in the last two 
minutes of a game not only gets 
to make the free throws but also 
retains possession of the ball, has 
been severely criticized. 

Both Garry and Drake expressed 
disapproval of the rule, but 
pointed out that it had been ap- 
proved by a vote-of the National 
Coaches Association before it was 
put into the code. 

“We spent four hours on the 
last two minutes,” Drake said as 
he explained how the provision 
had been debated in the Rules 
Committee session last Spring. 
“The vote was very close.” 

Drake also explained that the 
Pacific Coast and Big*Ten Confer- 
ences are experimenting . with 
slightly different rules. 

On the Pacific Coast the clock 
is allowed to run instead of, be- 
ing stopped until the ball is put 
in play after a free throw in the 
Jjast two minutes. In the Big Ten 
all fouls in the last two minutes 
call for two shots from the foul 
line. These experiments are being 
carried on by special permission of 
the committee. 


“We treat the last two minutes.

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Georgia Needs a Juvenile Court System 


The proposal for a juvenile court sys- 
tem in Georgia which will be introduced 
in the January session of the General As- 
sembly deserves the backing of every 
legislator who is interested in cutting 
down on the State’s rate of crime. 

Except for Atlanta and a few other 
large population centers, Georgia’s han- 
dling of juvenile offenders long has been 
a blot on our record. The present system 
might be classified as a hangover from the 
Dark Ages. Instead of providing intelligent 
means of reforming youngsters who have 
strayed, it merely gives them an advanced 
course in crime techniques by trying them 
in the same courts and putting them in 
the same prisons with professional crim- 
inals. 

Some headway has been made in re- 
moving the latter condition by the State 
schools at Rome, Milledgeville and Au- 
gusta. Only a small percentage of juve- 
niles, however, can be accommodated at 
these institutions. 

Not the least recommendation in favor 
of the juvenile court system is the approv- 
al given the proposal by the Atlanta Bar 


Association, the. Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, the Georgia League of 
Women Voters and other organizations. It 
will be introduced in the House by Rep. 
Pierre Howard, of DeKalb, and in the Sen- 
ate by Sen. Howard Overby, of Gaines- 
ville. 

Judge W. W. Woolfolk, of Atlanta’s 
Juvenile Court, gave freely of his expe- 
rienced counsel in helping draft the bill. 
It incorporates, also, outstanding provi- 
sions of Connecticut’s system which has 
been praised by juvenile authorities ev- 
erywhere, as well as features of other ju- 
venile courts in Georgia. 

Judge Woolfolk pointed out that 350 
juvenile offenders were sent to Tattnall 
Prison last year. 

We hope the Legislature will be recep- 
tive to the proposal. It is a reform we long 
have needed. 

And while it is on the subject, legisla- 
tors ought to consider firmer laws for 
handling sex criminals and abolition of 
archaic provisions requiring that persons 
adjudged insane must be committed to 
jail pending transfer to Milledgeville.

Is the Census Bureau ‘Meddling? 


WASHINGTON—The U. S. Census Bureau has acted wisely in abandoning its original plan to have 


enumerators ask questions about personal incomes of h p 
decennial count of noses begins next year. Instead, persons not wishing to give det 


every fifth person they interview when the 
ailed data on their 


incomes to the census takers will be permitted to send the information direct by mail to the Census 


Bureau in Washington. 

The change in the order was made by offi- 
cials in response to the widespread clamor raised 
by Republican members of Congress, who 
charged that this was a sinister Democratic 
scheme to pry into the private lives and affairs 
of taxpayers and get information which is none 
of the Government’s business. 

There was a flood of righteous indigation on 
the subject, most of it coming from Republican 
sources. Representative Clarence Brown, of Ohio, 
the bellwether of the protesting group, became 
so overwrought over the situation that he ac- 
cused the Government Bureau of “socialism” 
and “police state” methods. 


What the critics overlooked was that the 
basic law governing the census was passed 
by a Republican Congress and signed by 
President Hoover in 1929. Another salient 
point they passed over is that in 1940, when 
the last census was taken, every person, 
not just every fifth, was asked questions 


about income. 


Nor did there appear any basis for the fears 
expressed by the critics about the possible mis- 
use of census information by political parties, 
which means the party in power. The law en- 
joins the Census Bureau to strict secrecy about 
the data it collects. Except for impersonal sta- 
tistics, no information may be divulged to* any 
person or agency, including the FBI and the 
President himself. 

What the critics were howling about mostly 
was the gossipy angle. Since the census takers 
will be local people in practically all cases, it 
was contended that they would be able to get 
confidential information on personal incomes 
and then whisper it about in a manner to con- 
stitute an infringement of a person’s private 
rights. But here again the law seems to offer 
ample protection by forbidding, on penalty of 
imprisonment, any bureau employee from dis- 
closing any data he collects. 

For another thing, most of the hullabaloo will 
seem false in the light of the fact that the Gov- 
ernment, through the Internal Revenue Bureau, 
already collects complete personal income in- 
formation every year from every taxpayer. 
Wherein one is wrong and the other is right is 
difficult to see. 

Nevertheless, the Census Bureau probably 
acted sensibly in dropping the plan for direct 
questioning by the census takers. Most people 

sensitive about acts which may be construed 
as an invasion of their privacy, and they regard 
the size of their incomes as something which the 
law requires them to reveal only to the income 
tax collector. It is something they dislike to dis- 
cuss with others. 


There can be no doubt, also, that many 
people would resent the census takers questions 
and not be altogether frank in answering, if 
they answered at all. The Bureau ran into diffi- 
culties of the kind at the last census, and while 
the law gives it the right to prosecute perséns 
refusing to answer, nothing was ever done about 
those refusing. 

Enumerators being temporary political ap- 
pointees, there naturally would be a suspicion 
on the part of the public that answers given them 
about personal income might be used improp- 
erly. The Bureau’s decision about having the 
answers sent in direct by mail removes this 
doubt. 


Offhand, there does not seem to be any 
compelling reason why the Bureau should 
seek to get personal income information, 
considering the fact that full statistics on the 
subject are already available from the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau. Their answer is that 
-they are out to obtain income data on fam- 
ily groups as a whole instead of unrelated 
individual incomes. 


The Government itself is not so much inter- 
ested in the data as are various business groups, 
who want the information for a closer appraisal 
of market conditions. 

At any rate, the ruckus should be ended by 
the announcement that no personal questions of 
the kind are to be asked the people by the 
census enumerators. And if anybody objects to 
filling out a report on the subject and mailing it 
in to census headquarters they will probably be 
free to ignore the request, with nothing likely 
to be done about it.

There is a gentleman who writes for the II- 
lustrated London News whom I hope some day 
to meet. He writes with unusual skill and a not 

inconsiderable versatility, being able to draw blood, apply balm, in- 
spire or depress. He is Arthur Bryant, and I know nothing of 
him beyond his weekly article. 


He wrote of receiving a “famous and popular magazine” from 
America, a country he has never seen. He read it. “There re- 
vealed,” he said, “was God’s plenty.” He wrote of what the maga- 
zine, a picture publication devoted to life in America, revealed to 
him of America .. . of everyone in the pages either shouting or 
laughing . . . of the picture of “Ding Dong Daddy” (he was a 
trolley motorman who married five or six times) . . . prune juice 
for the costive . . . of nylons, of dog food, of the Meat Institute 
ads which waked up his taste buds . . . of the many cars which 
seemed so large to him that he wondered about our roads .. . of 
tourists returning from vacation in Europe and showing what they 
had bought ... “it makes our well-meaning welfare state,” he 
concluded, “seem like an old-fashioned Christmas treat in a pauper’s 


hospital ward.” 

: But he found something else. Usually I cut 
Something Else my own wood, but this time I want to re- 
produce what he thought and felt about us. He wrote: 

“Side by side with these pictures of American democratic so- 
ciety—buoyant, rich, hopeful, vulgar, child-like and fundamentally 
generous, kind and free—are pictures of another civilization. They 
are drawn by a Russian artist who has escaped from the Soviet 
Union, and illustrate a feature story consisting of accounts written 
by other Soviet citizens, all refugees from their own country, of 
life in that vast, closed, Oriental empire. They are some of the 
most terrible pictures I have ever seen. They do not represent a 
society that is buoyant or rich or hopeful or vulgar or child-like or 
generous or kind or free. They represent a far older conception 
of society: one against which, springing from the bold, liberty- 
loving and sane ideology of this little island, the United States arose 
as a protest. For, though we may, if we chose, discount from these 
refugees’ stories the bias, the exaggeration, the disgruntlement,. 
the bitterness of the fugitive and rebel, we cannot ignore the fact 
that the United States has developed in the course of the past cen- 
tury, out of the minds and bodies of just such refugees. 

Growth “In the process it has grown from a colonial society of 

a few million Anglo-Saxons into the greatest inter- 
racial condominium the world has ever seen: 150,000,000 strong, the 
land of the free, the Republic of the Star-Spangled Banner. Those 
long lines of serfs and outlaws tramping with bowed, hopeless 
faces through the snow, under the unpitying eyes of their guards, the 
poverty and‘ drudgery and inescapable fate of the millions born 
to unceasing toil and unquestioning obedience, the steely face, the 
closed mind, the dreadful mystery of imperial power, these are the 
very things against which the ancestors of every American rebelled, 
from which they escaped and to repudiate which for themselves, 
their children and their children’s children, they crossed the vast, 
barren ocean and founded new homes in the wilderness. Was 
there ever such a romantic story in human annals since the Red 
Sea’s waters parted at Jehovah’s command to let Israel pass out 
of Egypt’s bondage? I have not forgotten about America’s slums, 
and depressions, and Negroes, and ‘forgotten’ whites; I am not 
writing about a fairyland, but about a human society, vitiated with 
the faults and imperfections that mar all human activities. I know, 
too, that the USSR, like the USA, itself began as the protest of 
generous and idealist rebels against the very things so graphically 
described and depicted in the article to which I have referred. But 
what impresses is the fact that, because of the wise reliance of the 
American Fathers’—the descendants, I am proud to think, of 
Englishmen—in founding their society on the proved principles 
of liberty—habeas corpus, the rule of Law, the freedom of the 
Press, the sanctity of personal property—the history of the 
United States has been, by and large, the repudiation of all these 
ancient, cruel and monstrous tyrannies that spring so naturally 
from what is bad in human nature and which the Soviet Union, 
repudiating the spirit while preserving the letter of its early 
faith, has allowed to take root once more in its immense terri- 
tories. How small in the light of this tremendous truth the petty 
differences and misunderstandings between us and the free people 
of the United States seem!” 

To me that was good writing, sound philosophy and a better 


concept of America and its meaning than many Americans pos- 
sess. Too many of us want to narrow its meaning. When we do, 


_we will destroy it.

Truman Fells His Own Tree 


WASHINGTON—Judging by present tendencies, it is almost 
impossible to exaggerate the significance of the budget President 
Truman will shortly present to Congress. It is, or should be, 
known already that motives of “economy” have led the adminis- 
tration to adopt a drastic disarmament program. What is not 
known, however, is even more important. That a further step may 


be taken. 


In brief, the President has not merely decided to reduce our 
armed strength to armed feebleness He is also showing a strong 


inclination to retreat from the constructive American foreign pol- 


icy, which is so infinitely the most important of his administration’s 
accomplishments to date. Again, the motive is “economy.” 


In order to grasp what is happening, it is first 
Pp rocedure necessary to aletens the foreign and defense 
budget-making procedure that the President enforced this year. 
By his order, estimates were first prepared for every form of for- 
eign and defense spending—for the national military establishment, 
the military aid program, ECA, atomic energy, German and Jap- 
anese occupation costs, and the Greek-Turkish and Korean aid 
programs. The estimates were then lumped together, and referred 
in a bundle to the National Security Council. 


The Security Council (with ECA Chief Paul Hoffman sitting 
in) was instructed to examine all the estimates; to determine what 
the minimum global total of foreign and defense spending ought 
to be; and to reallocate outlay between the different activities 
within this minimum total. This difficult process was completed 
by the Council, and a minimum global expenditure was suggested 
to the President. 


The sum proposed to Truman by the Security Council is still 
secret. What is not secret, however, is the fact that Truman over- 
rode his highest advisers in the foreign and defense fields, and 
sharply reduced the total they had recommended. At this stage, 
the working figure which he approved for all defense and foreign 
spending was in the neighborhood of $18,000,000,000. 

More Cuts This figure was already substantially lower than 

the total requested last year, although outlays on 
atomic energy development had been necessarily increased. More- 
over, present signs suggest that the President’s original working 
figure will be cut again. At this moment, the Budget Bureau is 
trying to cut it. And the President has indicated to the heads of 
the State Department, ECA and defense establishment that he will 
personally pick over the final figures of the Budget Bureau, and 
will make still further cuts of his own. 


Inevitably, such “economics” cannot be limited to the defense 
field. The large nonmilitary outlays on foreign policy must also 
be reduced if the President follows his present inclination. For 
instance, the ECA chiefs believe that at least $3,000,000,000 is needed 
to continue European recovery during the coming year. Yet even 
the ECA appropriation is likely to be whittled away—not by Mc- 
Carran or McKellar or Wherry, but by Harry S. Truman. 


‘Hunches’ The spectacle of the President briskly. applying his 

axe to the only real tree he has planted, is cer- 
tainly odd but nonetheless capable of explanation. In the first 
place, ever since the election, Truman has increasingly suffered 
from a sort of euphoria about the world situation. Expert ad- 
visers who know that everything is all wrong, are now assured by 
Truman that “everything is @oing to be all right.” Optimistic 
Presidential hunches now tend to be substituted for hard, realistic 
analyses as the bases for great policy decisions. 


Secondly, the Keynesian economics of some of those around him 
have never changed the President from being a hard-maney man. 
His own strong feelings on this have caused him to lend a friendly 
ear to the councils of business-as-usual. Finally, he is paying far 
more attention to domestic politics, and far less attention to this 
country’s overwhelming responsibilities in the world. 


The development explains much that is not being done, as wel! 
as much that is being done. The continuing palsy of our Far 
Eastern policy may be traced to the fact that a positive Far East- 
ern policy will cost money. Equally, the British economic prob- 
lem has almost been shoved under the bed (where it is 
ticking away like a time bomb), because helping Britain to sur- 
mount her grave problems will also cost money. 


These acts of omission go hand in hand with such acts of com- 
mission as the shocking impairment of our national security, and 
the now contemplated attack on existing foreign policy programs. 
There is only one trouble with this kind of “economy.” In wartime, 
people must worry more about what not doing things will cost, than 
See enna of doing things. In this respect, a cold war is very

But He Still Lost His Pay 


 WASHINGTON—There was told here a few days ago the story of Abe Zeiger, 

the 47-year-old Los Angeles mail carrier with a spotless record of service for 25 

years who was suspended from his job on “disloyalty” charges and has been 

fe hounded through the Government’s giant loyalty machinery. His case now is 

pending on appeal before the top loyalty board here. Today we have the story 

of a carpenter who worked for the Navy as a Civil Service employee, also in the West. Now 61 
Years old and ill, he served in both World Wars, volunteering for each. Completely cleared of “dis- 
loyalty” charges after a year and 10 months, during which time he was laid off his job, he went 


through a distressing ordeal, and has been unable to get 


his back pay because he was suspended 


before the law. was passed providing for restitution of pay in such cases. 


This is another example of the little fellow 
caught up in the vast loyalty network which 
comes to light somewhat ironically against the 
background of the nation’s current observance of 
the Bill of Rights. 


When the carpenter—whose name is with- 
held because he is afraid of further harass- 
ment—came back from the last war, he re- 
turned to his carpenter job for the Navy. 
On July 1, 1947, he received a letter from 
the Navy saying he was being discharged 
for disloyaity. That was before the elab- 
orate loyalty machinery was set up to handle 
such cases. 


When it was established, his case was takeh 
before the local loyalty board. At the time he 
was ill in a hospital. Several of his fellow 
workers who had known him a long time testi- 
fied for him, all approvingly except one who 
said he had picked up a copy of the New Repub- 
lic that the carpenter read in his lunch hour and 
found a “Communist advertisement” in the 
magazine. 


The case against the carpenter related to po- 
litical activity several years before, during the 
1930's. He admitted it all freely. He became 
interested in politics when Al Smith ran for 
President in 1928 on the Democratic ticket, and 
took a more active part subsequently on behalf 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt. He was a Democratic 
precinct committeeman, district chairman and a 
member of the county central committee. 


He also was business manager of a political 
newspaper and conducted open forums in the 
streets. As his social, economic and political 
creed he had adopted a summary of a cure for 
depressions expressed by the Technocrats, an 
organization founded by Howard Scott that at- 
tracted notice during the depression, which was: 
“A scientifically planned system of production 
and distribution in which the purchasing power

* will equal the consumptive needs of the nation, 


limited only by the productive capacity of the 
country.” 

There was no charge against him of disloyalty, 
treason or sabotage, nor that he was a Com- 
munist, only intimations that he had associated 
with Communists during those days, which, 
however, were never develeped so that he could 
answer them. While he was in the hospital 
waiting for an operation, two men visited him 
to examine him about his political views and, as 


he has stated, “made me feel as if my life were, 


at stake.” 

He has not participated in politics since 1939. 
Illness first caused him to drop his political ac- 
tivities and afterward, when he became a civil 
servant as a Navy carpenter, he could not par- 
ticipate actively, as that is banned by law. 

Last Spring he received a letter from the 
loyalty board stating he was cleared of the 
charges and that the board had asked the Navy 
to restore him to his job. He went back to work, 
but became jill after a short time. 


When he applied for his back pay he was 
advised of the ruling of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral that the act of Congress authorizing 
restitution of pay for persons cleared of dis- 
loyalty charges did not apply to those who 
were discharged before the act was passed. 
The Senator from his State has interceded 
on his behalf with the loyalty board in this 
matter, but it was said at the board that it 
has no jurisdiction in pay matters. A case 
now pending before the Court of Claims here 
on this issue, brought by another Govern- 
ment employee similarly situated, may clear 
the way for settlement; but, if not, the law 
would have to be amended. 


This country still ought to be safe for carpen- 
ters who want to get up on soap boxes at street 
corners and speak their minds.

GOP Could Learn From Tait 


WASHINGTON—Republican leaders, who are about to launch 
another of their frequent and mostly unproductive studies of why 
they don’t win more elections, might well begin by examining | 
the tactics of Sen. Robert A. Taft, of Ohio. 


Mr. Taft would be the last to 
assume that his re-election to the 
Senate is already won. But, with 
more than 10 months to go be- 
fore the voting, he is one Repub- 
lican who has his opposition con- 
fused and badly off balance. 
And so far as the nomination of 
his own party is concerned, he 
has it unmistakably sewed up. 


THE NUMBER of candidates 
competing for the Ohio Demo- 
cratic nomination—13 at the last 
count — exactly matched the 
number of weeks spent by Sen. 
Taft in a tour of 75 counties of 
his State, from which he came 
up for air briefly last week. 
After a day or two at his office 
in Washington, he submerged 
again with the avowed purpose 
of touring the rest of 88 coun- 
ties before Christmas. 


Two features of sen. Taft's 
campaign, which other candi- 
dates of his party might prof- 
itably emulate, are: (1) his un- 
remitting pursuit of voters, 
especially those he suspects of 
being against him; and (2) his 
willingness to state his views 
plainly on any issue whatso- 
ever and to argue them out 
with all comers. 


Sen. Taft does his best to 
steam up Republican workers, 
but very few of the audiences 


he addresses are primarily par-. 


He talks to city lunch- 
eon clubs, farm organizations, 
war veterans, labor unions 
(wherever they will let him in), 
church and fraternal groups. 
After every speech, he in- 
vites questions, and if these are 
slow in comfng he prods his au- 
dience to throw him some “hot 
ones.” Frequently driving into 
a town alone and unannounced, 
he walks down Main Street, 
dropping in at the drugstore, 
hardware or grocery, introduc- 
ing himself to the proprietors 
and their customers. If he ever 
has missed an opportunity to 
speak over the radio, which he 
could possibly accept, none of

“The real danger is lack of in- 
terest. In the last election in 
Ohio, more than one-third of 
those who might have voted 
failed to do so.” 


ONE RESULT of Sen. Taft's 
early-bird campaign, as author)- 
tatively reported, is the offer of 
more campaign cash than he 
wants—in marked contrast with 
the cry of poverty that is being 
raised by other Republican can- 
didates and committees. 

Sen. Taft certainly would not 
be charged with the “me-too- 
ism,” which a report to the Re- 
publican National Committee 
last week complained of;. but 
neither is Taft afraid to go for 
measures just because Demo- 
crats came out for them first. 

But the main attribute of Sen. 
Taft that other Republican can- 
didates might well copy is that 
he gets right down among the 
voters and fights.

LET'SSEENOW 
portunity: Chance 
To Help Oneself

Rapture in the wistful faces of child- 
| hood ... gratitude in the watery eyes of 
the aged poor ... the tinkle of bells, the sweet notes of 
carols, the fragrance of cedar trees, the glad cries of Merry 
Christmas! 

These glimpses are everywhere these days. 

But what of the day after Christmas? The bleak, cold, gray 
days of January, February, March, when only children may look 
back upon the magic of Christmas and believe it will always come 
when it is needed... . 

The Constitution’s Opportunity Fund is set up for those days. 

It doesnot propose to deal only with impoverished, hungry, 
cold ones for a moment, forgetting them the next; it promises to 
be at their side until the strength of outside help can be dismissed. 

The Opportunity Fund, working as it does through the Family 
Welfare Agency, is not merely an emergency aid, flicking a small 
fire of warmth into a cold life, it is a rehabilitative program. 

The Family Service Society, you know, works with many fami- 
lies who are not desperately poor at all, only overwhelmed and 
— with perplexities and problems beyond their power to 
soive. é 
After the manner of enlightened “charity,” Family Welfare work- 
ers prefer to help in such a way that their gifts do not cause 
embarrassment of self-consciousness, and yet do not persuade the 
ones who receive help, to come to wish it. 

It is charity, perhaps, but it is done in a kind of Mar- 
shall Plan technique ... the idea is to help others to help 
themselves. 

For example, this country has never given much official thought 
to beaming on big families, as they seem to do in 23 or 24 other 
nations, but we do concede they are wonderful institutions, if 
everyone can be kept: going and happy. 

There is in Atlanta a family of 10—eight children and the 
parents—who have made a warm, joyous home out of an old ram- 
shackle house, and with all of them doing what jobs they can, they 
have an adequate income. The father makes about $200 a month. 
His oldest son has a laundry route after school. The next daughter 
baby-sits. The mother stretches curtains and baby-sits in her spare 
time. 

Several months ago one of the younger children became ill with 
rheumatic fever and has taken extra care and money. Now the 
baby has been hurt, and needs medical attention. The family is 
three months behind in the rent, and they are all worried. The 
oldest son is thinking of quitting school, and so is the next daugh- 
ter, but they are bright youngsters and need their education. 

The Family Service Society will try to help them help them- 
selves—only as long as they need it, of course. 

Workers at the Service Society, who have to be skillful psy- 
chologists as well as warm human beings, tell about the boy who 
came in to see them not long ago, shaking and shivering and on 
the verge of a nervous collapse.

He had been 
working in a drugstore from 4 p. m. until 10 p. m., trying to make 
enough to supplement the $22 his deserted mother brought home 
each week for her five children ... and he had stretched his young 
strength too far. 

“The boy had that clean, sensitive look the Prince of Wales used 
to have,” Mrs. George Douglas says.' “You know—those bright, 
blue eyes, and we knew he was the kind to go to school. We found 
he had a genius intellience quotient.” ' 

Well, the Welfare Service helped that woman and her chil- 
dren, adding a little to her income, and letting the boy quit his long 
hours and go to school. Now he has a full scholarship at Emory 
University (he was graduated with honors last year from a local 
high school), and his sister is working, and making $35 a week. 
They are not only off relief, but on the way to being the kind of 
people they were to begin with .. . self-reliant, promising, as- 
sured citizens.
